REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE HOME MISSIONARY

The Society proceeded to the election of officers for the ensuing year, which 
resulted in the selection of the following :

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It was moved and carried that a Committee of three be appointed to nomi- 
nate a Board of Managers for the ensuing year.

James Bond, Dr. H. F. Zollickoffer, John G. Clarke, and the Superintendents of 
Broadway Mission and East Baltimore Station.

The following resolution was passed : 

Resolved , That the Board of Missions be authorized to devise and carryout 
some plan, either by loan or otherwise, to meet the present deficiency.

Dr. Drinkhouse made a report from the Committee on printing the 
Minutes, in favor of the proposition of Selby & Dulany. Adopted. 

On motion, it was determined that the ordination of Deacons should 
take place in the East Baltimore Station on Sabbath morning, and the 
ordination of Elders in the West Baltimore Station at night. 

Dr. Drinkhouse offered a paper in relation to the examination of offi- 
cial character, which was laid on the table. 

I Bro. Poisal was left without an appointment at his own request. 

The case of Bro. Thos. Lee was referred to the Committee on Super- 
annuated Claimants. 

Conference adjourned with prayer by Rev. H. C. Cushing. 



Saturday Morning, March 14 th. 

Conference opened with devotional exercises, conducted by Rev. A. 
D. Dick. 

The President introduced to the Conference, Rev. Geo. R. Barr, Pre- 
sident of the Holston Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church. 

Rev. D. W. Bates, Chairman of the Committee on President’s Re- 
port, submitted the following : 

1st. That so much of the President’s communication as relates to Home 
Missions, be referred to the Committee on Missions. 

2 
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2d. That the part referring to expenses of Delegates to the Convention at 
Montgomery, Alabama, be referred to a special committee. 

3d. The part which refers to the death of the lamented and venerable Bro. 
Henkle, be referred to Committee on Obituaries. 

4th. On the part which refers to the colored population, they suggest the 
following : 

, Whereas, the Convention which met in Montgomer} r , authorized the Annual 
Conferences to organize our colored members into Societies, and appoint Mis- 
sionaries to them ; and 

Whereas , but few of them are connected with us in Church fellowship, and 
we do not deem it expedient at this time to send Missionaries especially to 
them; nevertheless, we cannot be guiltless if we overlook their claims to our 
common Christianity — therefore, 

Resolved ', That we recommend, 1st, that provision be made for their accom- 
modation at all our Camp and Woods Meetings, and as far as practicable in 
our Churches. 2d, that we recommend our Ministry to avail themselves of all 
opportunities to administer to them the Ordinances of the Church and the 
Word of Life. 

The report was adopted. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the action of the President in relation to the ordination of 
Rev. Francis Brown, colored, of Charleston, South Carolina, be approved. 

Dr. Murray, chairman of the committee on the case of T. C. Downs, 
reported as follows : 

1st. That they find nothing against his official character, and recommend 
that it pass. 

2d. That the charges affecting his moral character, contained in the paper 
submitted to them, be referred to the President for investigation according to 
Discipline. 

Report adopted. 

A letter from Rev. J. M. Dennis was received and read. 

The Committee on the Record of deceased Ministers, were, at their 
own request, excused from further service, and the Pastors of West 
and East Baltimore Stations, and Lexington st. Mission, were substi- 
tuted. 

Rev. D. Bowers, Chairman of Committee on Pulpit Services, made a 
report, which was adopted. 

Rev. B. F. Benson offered the subjoined resolutions, which were 
adopted : 

1st. To insert on page 71 of the Conference Manual, in 2d resolution, 3rd 
line, “ each society or congregation belonging to.” 
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Resolved , That it is the sense of this Conference, that all property acquired 
by Missions, while receiving the funds of the Missionary Society, shall be 
vested in said Society. 

Resolved , That when any Mission, or Society or Congregation thereof shall 
refuse to deed any property hereafter acquired by them, this Conference shall 
eease to make any appropriation of the funds of the Missionary Society tor 
its benefit. 

A paper from 9th street, Washington, was received and referred to 
a special committee, consisting of D. E. Reese, F. L. Wilson and W . 
D. Massey. 

The case of Bro. J. Thos. Ward was referred to the Committee on 
Superannuated fund Claimants. 

The following, offered by Rev. H. Nice, was adopted : 

Whereas, we have heard with regret of the continued illness of Bro. Samuel 
H. Green, one of our most efficient laymen, and a delegate elect to this Con- 
ference from Baltimore Circuit ; therefore, 

Resolved , That we deeply sympathise with our dear brother in this afflic- 
tion, and pray that he may be restored to health and usefulness. 

On motion of Dr. A. Webster, the fraternal messengers from sister 
Conferences were invited to address the Conference. 

Rev. W. H. Wills, of North Carolina, C. W. Button, Esq., of \ ir- 
<dnia, and Rev. Geo. R. Barr, President of Holston Conference, made 
addresses. 

Rev. L. W. Bates offered the following preamble and resolutions, 
which were adopted by a rising vote : 

Whereas , the late Convention of the Methodist Protestant Church adopted 
a paper recommending the disagreeing propositions between the Commis- 
sioners of the Methodist Protestant Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, to the consideration of the several annual Conferences of the 
two Churches, and authorizing a Commission of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, therein named, to call another session of said Convention — (Journal, 
page 22) — and 

Whereas , notwithstanding the Commissioners of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South announced to the Convention their acceptance of said paper, 
the Annual Conferences of that Church have failed to respond by declining 
to take any action upon the above mentioned disagreeing propositions — and 

Whereas , the Commissioners of the M. E. Church South disclaim any 
authority beyond the original proposition contained in their first communica- 
tion to our Commissioners — (see Journal of Convention, page 37) therefore, 

Resolved , That while we refrain from any expression of opinion upon the 
legality of a second session of the Convention of the Methodist Protestant 
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Church to deliberate further upon the proposition of Church union, it is the 
decided judgment of this Conference that no meeting of the aforesaid Con- 
vention should be called or held in the city of Lynchburg on the last Fri- 
day of May next. 

A partial report from the Committee on necessities and requests of 
Circuits and Stations, was received and laid on the table. 

On motion, Conference adjourned 



AFTERNOON SESSION — 2£ o’clock. 

Conference opened with religious services by Rev. T. D. Valiant. 

Resolution from Chesapeake Circuit read and referred to a special 
committee, as follows : Dr. D. F. Ewell, J. D. Kinzer, J. B. Nichols. 

The report of Committee on necessities and requests of Circuits and 
Stations was taken up, and the following items adopted : 

1st. Harmony Circuit was referred to Missionary Committee. 

2d. Laurel was made a Station, and the name of the Circuit changed to 
Union. 

3d. Kent Circuit was divided, and Kennedyville set off as a separate 
charge. 

4th. Talbot Circuit was divided — St. Michael’s and Bayside to form a new 
charge, to be called St. Michael’s Circuit. 

5th. Sussex Circuit was divided — Milton and Beaver Dam’s to form a new 
Circuit, to be called Milton Circuit. 

The Committee on Itinerancy and Orders made a partial report as fol- 
lows :

Report adopted. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction. 
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Monday Morning, March 1 6th. 

Conference opened by devotional exercises conducted by Rev. M. E. 
Hysore. Proceedings of Saturday read and approved. 

The Committee on paper from Washington, reported as follows : — 
That we recommend the reference of said paper to the Committee on 
Missions. Referred. 

On motion of Dr. Murray, a committee was appointed to apportion 
the President’s salary. Committee — J. J. Murray, Daniel Bowers, J. 
E. Maloy, J. D. Cathell, Gaven Spence. 

Rev. R. S. Rowe presented a communication from the infant class of 
the Sabbath School of Georgetown Station, donating to the Missionary 
fund the sum of twenty-five dollars, which was received ; and the fol- 
lowing, offered by Rev. David Wilson, was adopted : 

Resolved , That the communication from the infant class of the Georgetown 
Station Sunday School, including a contribution of $25.00, be referred to the 
Committee on Missions, with the request that the Secretary of the Missionary 
Society transmit the thanks of the Conference for the very liberal contribu- 
tion, and a certificate of life membership to the class. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the ordination of Rev. Francis Brown, (colored,) of Charles- 
ton, South Carolina, take place in this house to-morrow (Tuesday,) at three 
o’clock, P. M. 

The following resolution, offered by Dr. Drinkhouse, was read and 
passed : 

Resolved , That the order for the examination of official character be and 
is hereby amended, so as to read as follows : 

1st. Examination of President. The President shall leave the chair and 
proceed to give the Conference a statement of the condition of the District, 
noting the extent of his visitations, disposition made of any cases of execu- 
tive or judicial action coming within the sphere of his duty, and the progress 
and state of existing cases, and such other information as he may deem pro- 
per to communicate. The Chair shall then ask, “ Is there any objection to 
his official character.” If no objection be made, the Chair shall say to the 
Conference, “Shall the character of the President pass?” 

2d. Examination of Superintendents. The Secretary shall have printed at the 
expense of the Conference, blanks containing the following questions, and 
spaces for statistics, which shall be distributed by him at an early hour dur- 
ing the first session of the Annual Conference, among the Superintendents. 

Questions — When did you arrive at your appointment? When did you leave 
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it? How long have you been absent from your field of labor ? Have you 
taken up the collections prescribed by Conference ? 

Statistics — Number of members, probationers, ministers and preachers. 
Number of Churches — Value of Church Property — Number of Sabbath 
Schools — Number of Teachers — Number of Scholars — Volumes in Library — 
Superannuated Fund Collection — Missionary Fund Collection — Conference 
Fund Collection — Salary allowed and amount received. 

These questions are to be answered in writing, and the blank spaces filled 
by the Superintendents. 

A Standing Committee shall be appointed by the Executive annually, to be 
called the Committee on Official Reports. 

The only questions to be put by the Executive in the examination of Super- 
intendents shall be as follows : 

The President to the Delegate : “ Is there any objection to the official char- 
acter of Bro. ?” 

The President to the Superintendent: “Have you filled up your blank? — 
What relation do you wish the coming year?” 

On answering these questions his report shall be referred to the aforesaid 
Committee, who shall report a3 soon as practicable the names of all those 
whose blanks are properly filled, .and the President shall ask as their names 
are called seriatim : “ Shall his character pass ?” 

The Committee shall also report to the Conference any items in connec- 
tion with the Superintendents’ reports, that they may deem worthy the action 
of the body. The blanks shall then be referred to the several Committees of 
Statistics and Conference Collections. 

3d. Examination of Assistants and Supernumeraries. President to Superin- 
tendent : “ Is there any objection to the official character of Bro. ” 

4th. Examination of Missionaries. The same questions to be asked as in the 
case of other Superintendents, and the same course pursued in all respects 
except that they shall read their reports in open Conference, and shall not 
be restricted to the printed blanks in the items they may wish to furnish. 

The Committee on Literature reported as follows : 

1st. While the continued depression of the Book Concern will not justify 
the employment of a salaried Editor at this time, it is a source of thankful- 
ness and congratulation, that the increased resources arising from the gains 
of the past year, justify the hope that at no distant day, the Board will be 
able to employ a competent Editor at a suitable salary. 

2d. That the thanks of the Conference, and of the whole Church are due to 
the Editorial Corps, Revs. S. B. Southerland, T. D. Valiant, E. J. Drinkhouse 
and Daniel Bowers, for the very acceptable and efficient manner in which they 
have gratuitously fulfilled the duties of the Editorial department of the Metho- 
dist Protestant throughout the past year. 
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3d. That we cannot refrain from the expression of our high appreciation of 
the voluntary expenditure of time and labor, on the part of the Book Direc- 
tory, in behalf of the Book Concern and paper. 

4th. That the Editorial Committee be selected from the Pastors of the City 
Stations, as last year, to whom shall be entrusted the editorial management 
of the paper for the ensuing year, and that in all other respects we confide 
the management of the Concern to the judgment and discretion of the Booh 
Directory.

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REV. ELI HENKLE. 

Ju the ordering ot Divine Providence it is rendered our melancholy task to 
iccoid, in the present Journal of the Conference, the decease of this eminent 
minister ot the Gospel of Christ; one of the venerable fathers and founders 
ot the Methodist Protestant Church, and an early and unwavering advocate 
ot the essential elements and principles of her Constitution and Discipline, 
lhe workman is no more, but his labor remains; and, with that of his noble 
and illustrious compeers, will pass down to generations yet unborn, and will 
endure unimpaired the severest tests of scrutiny, of criticism and of time. 

Rev. Eli Henkle was born in Pendleton Co., Virginia, April 15th, 1787. His 
grandfather, a most respectable minister of the Gospel in the M. E. Church, 
had some years previous settled in Rowan Co. North Carolina : but, incom- 
moded by threatened incursions of neighboring Indian tribes, he decided to 
remove into the State of Virginia. 

Heie he raised a very numerous family — nine sons and two daughters. Six 
ol the sons became ministers of the Gospel, and the whole family were made 
subjects of Divine grace and members of the same Church with their estima- 
ble parents. 

lhe subject ot this memoir made his first essay to preach, as assistant to 
his brother Saul, on Greenbriar Circuit, at the urgent request of his brother, 
in the year 1807 ; which request was confirmed by the sanction and appoint- 
ment of the Presiding Elder. 

He was received into the Annual Conference in the year 1808, and, two 
years after, having served out his probation, he was admitted into full 
connection, and ordained Deacon by Bishop Asbury, in Light street Church, 
Baltimore. Two years thereafter, under the rule of the Church, he received 
Elder’s Orders from the hands of Bishop McKendre, at the Conference held 
for that year at Leesburgh, Loudoun Co., Virginia. From the time of his 
admission on probation to the Annual Conference, he continued regularly in 
the labors of the Itineracy, until the Spring of the year 1813 ; when, by the 
pressure of domestic circumstances, he felt obliged to locate. In the Spring 
of 1815 he resumed his place in the Annual Conference, wherein he contin- 
ued regularly some nine years, until he was compelled, for similar reasons, to 
locate again. 

The following testimonials to the worth of his character as a Christian 
minister and gentleman, and a kind and hospitable friend, furnished by two 
of his brethren in the ministry still living, and his colleagues in those days, 
will be read with great interest. The first, from the Rev. Wra. Hamilton, D.D., 
Pastor of Ryland Church, Washington City, was given in a letter written ex- 
pressly to be used on the occasion of Bro. Henkle’s funeral in Green street 
Church : 

“Washington City, Sept. 23d, 1867.— Rev. Dr. Francis Waters— Dear Sir: 
It was my happiness in 1822, to be associated with Bro. Henkle six months at 
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Wilk street Church, Baltimore, I boarded in the family, and never in any place 
did I receive stronger proofs of kindness than were bestowed upon me there. 

My only wish now is, that I could be present at Green street Church to hear 
from you the story of my old colleague’s life, and also the manner of his j) 

death. My pressing engagements will keep me at home. If the Address 
should be published, which it will no doubt, you will greatly oblige me by 
sending a copy to Rylaud Church, corner of David and 10th streets. Yours 
affectionately and truly. Wm. Hamilton.” 

The second testimonial is from the Rev. John Baer, who was present at the 
funeral, and took an affecting part in the impressive solemnities of the occa- L 

sion, in an address, which delivered in his earnest and feeling style at the 
close of the public services, sent a thrill of emotion throughout the large 
congregation assembled there, as he spoke of the character and virtues of 
Bro. Henkle; and still more, when he introduced the name of his venerable 
consort, still surviving, and enumerated the kind and maternal attentions he 
had received from her, during his membersnip in the Parsonage household, of 
the aforesaid City Station at Wilks street, Fell’s Point, Baltimore. 

Bro. Henkle was an early and active advocate of representation in the gov- 
ernment of the M. E. Church, and that from principle and conviction ; not 
only on the presiding Elder question, in unison with such clear and vigorous 
minds as Lee, Snethen, Shinn, Morgan and Ryland ; but. also, on the broad 
ground of common and equal rights of the local ministry and laity, in the 
legislative and executive councils of the Church, such as we now have in our 
Constitution and Book of Discipline. With the earliest regular organization 
of measures for the achievement of this last object, Bro. Henkle was avowed- I 

ly identified, both as advocate and co-operator. This will appear to all from r 

the history of the engaging struggle for representation and mutual rights in 
those days, from 1824 to 1828 inclusive, and the important and responsible 
positions he was selected to occupy in the incipient plans of temporary eccle- 
siastical organization that were adopted as preliminary to the more complete 
and permanent work of the Convention in November, 1830. Bro. Henkle was 
also a ministerial member of that General Convention, and heads the list of 
fourteen ministers, one half itinerant, the other half local, that represented 
the Maryland District in that truly memorable and historic council of Ameri- 
can Methodism. 

Other facts might here be enumerated, and many such, in evidence of the 
esteem and confidence in which Bro. Henkle was held by the Church in Mary- 
land ; but we close with these as sufficient for the purpose. In his theology, 
or his views of Christian doctrines and ethics, Bro. Henkle was sound to the 
core. He was a Church of England Methodist ; that is, he held the views on 
such subjects that were held by the Wesleys and Fletcher and others, and 
which they so ably maintained and vindicated by unanswerable appeals, not 
only to the Scriptures, but to the articles of religion, the prayer book, homi- 
lies and other standards of the Reformed Church of England ; views that 
now constitute the symbols of faith, with scarcely any exception, in all evan- • 
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gelical Churches of the present day. Spiritual or experimental preaching, in 
any pulpit, is only a synonym for this kind of Methodism. 

As a preacher, Bro. Henkle was plain, lucid, practical ; never aiming at any 
embellishment for its own sake, but at the same time employing always a 
style well adapted to the purposes of general apprehension and edification. 
As a pastor, in charge of a circuit or a station, we infer, from our knowledge 
of his manner and habits, as they came under our observation, that he was 
strictly attentive to his duties, indeed scrupulous in the faithful observance of 
them. His manner, also, as a Christian, when making his pastoral visits or 
calls, was always such as well comported with his holy office and vocation. 
He was cheerful and pleasant in conversational intercourse, yet becomingly 
dignified and self-possessed ; spiritual and impressive in all the appropriate 
solemnities of family worship, and winning and attractive in the influence he 
shed by his spirit and example on both old and young ; so that we may con- 
fidently presume that he seldom, if ever, took leave of a family without the 
reflection on their part that a true minister of the Gospel had been in their 
midst. 

Bro. Henkle died at his residence in Baltimore Co. on the 24th day of Aug. 
gust, 1867, aged 80 years, 4 months and 9 days. The state of his mind at 
this time, and for some weeks previous to it, is thus given by the Rev. John 
Miller, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and a neighbor to Bro. Henkle : — 
“ For six weeks previous to his death, I visited Bro. Henkle almost daily, 
and always found him in a most tranquil state of mind, and enjoying full 
confidence in the promises and hopes of the Gospel of Christ, and in no in- 
stance did I discern the shade of a doubt of his final acceptance with God.” 
Thus died this good and venerable man, full of years and full of labors and 
usefulness in the service of his Master.
